About three o'clock, Friday’ after- 
noon last, the little shack, consisting 
xf two rooms and a leanto, occupied 
»y J. H. Peterson, on Eceles street, 
was discovered to be on fire. The 
alarm was quickly given, and the 
brigade promptly on hand, and ‘the 
dre was-extinguished*in a-very. few 
minutes, but not before Ronald, -he 
ittle four year old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Peterson, had lost his life. 

Mrs. Murdock, who lived next 
door, was the first on the scene, and 
iaw the seven year. old son in the 
yard, and asked him if his brother 
vas inside, and he answered yes. 
She heard screams from the inside. 
‘She tried to get in the back door 
jut could not for smoke. She ther. 
went round to the front door and 
‘rawled in on her hands and knees, 
and, hearing the boy crying, she 
-alled to him to come to her on 
tis hands and knees. There was a 
vall between them and she could 
not reach him for smoke. Sho rush- 
ad for water while her boy gave the 
uarm. Chief Meeres' was on the 
scene in three minutes, and was-in- 
‘ormed by Rev. Brown tha: there 
was a child in the house. The chief 
erawled in on his hands and knees, 
ind must. have been within a few 
nches of the lad, and heard a 
noan,. but could not locate him 
owing to the roar of the . flames. 
dashed in again, closing his eyes 
‘or fear of burning them, and _ his 
coat was singed, and he retreated 
he second time, and then Mrs. 
Murdock told him she thought the 
hild was in the other part, and he 
hen went round to the front door 
and crawled in there. He thinks if 
oe had made.a third atcempt in the 
rear he would have reached the 
ooy, but he is fully of the opinion 
-he lad had at that time inhaled fire 
ind smoke and was past recovery, as 
there was little fire after that where 
the little fellow was found, a few 
minutes lazer. = The chici thought 
the fire must have started in the 
front room by the child playing with 
matches or 4 defective stove pipe. 
Dr. Gray, who examined the body 
after removal from the building, said 
he thought death was due to suffo- 
cation and shock, and the child hav- 
ing inhaled flames as well as smoke. 
Henry Borton was in the house be- 
fore Chicf Mceres. got there, 
did not know there was a child in- 
ide, as there was no noise. 
Bell tried to enter the 
ing but was driven back by 
The inside was cottoned, and paper- 
ed on the cotton, making the build- 
ing a most inflammable — structure, 
which will explain the 
fire.

A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per. acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

’ Brings Expansion to,Many 


Industries - 
Canada, with its seven: millions odd 
of population, already has a, home 
market ‘for her agriculture and manu

When we come tq 
think that the United “Kingdom im

dian agriculturists have already, i: 
thelr own home market, by far thel) 
greatest source. of wealth, - 

The purely consuming class—th¢ 
urban and industrial class—is fal 
greater in Canada than is geenrally 
fupposed. For instance, the, recen| 
census,: which places: our total popa 
lation at just over seven ‘ millions 
shows that two anda half million 
of this population, or considerably 
more than one-third, are “residents of 
towns’ and cities of over 4000 popula 
tion. An absolutely protected marke\ 
of two and a half millions of towns 
people—which, after all is only a por 
tion of the consuming class of Cana 
da—is an asset of no mean import 
ance to the agriculturists of the Do 
minion. - 

Another noteworthy fact shown by 
the census is, that although the agri 
cultural population of Western Cana 
da has been increasing at a reason 
able rate, the agricultural populatior 
In Quebec and the Maritime Provin 
ces—taking these as a unit—has re 
mained stationary. Yet, despite the 
the fact that the agricultural classet 
of this Eastern part of Canada hav¢q 
not increased, the census shows thal 
of the increase of 1,710,534 in thg 
population of Canada during the pasi 
ten years, over one-fifth, namely 375, 
766, has to be accredited to Quebec 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
Practically all this increase in the 
East has been in the urban or con 
suming population comprised in 3! 
large towns, which between them 
shown an increase in population o! 
816,092. 

Now this remarkable increase in 
the Industrial population of Eastern 
Canada, which has afforded a propor 
tionate Increase in the market for thy 
agriculturalists of the Dominion, aj 
well as magnificent opportunities foi 
such of their sons as are fitted by 
natural endowments for industria! 
careers ,has largely taken place dur 
ing the last five years, as ig indicated 
by the fact that according to th¢ 
Government census of manufacturers 
{n 1905, the number of industrial em 
ployes in Quebec had only increased 
by 6000 since 1900, in New Bruns 
wick by 3,000 and in Nova Scotia by 
500. Most of the 376,766 increase in 
population which these three Easterr 
provinces show, therefore, must have 
taken place in the last five years, 

As a matter of fact, a great indus 
trial awakening is taking place in th, 
East. The secret of this awakening 
{is that capitalists have suddenly dis 
covered the industrial resources o! 
these provinces. Money ispouring in, 
in a flood from Great Britain, from thq 
United States, and from Germany and 
France for the industrial development 
of- Eastern Canada. Grert steel and 
coal industries are being built up oy 
the very shores of the Atlantic Ocean 
and during the past five years these 
industries have begun to compete in 
the markets of the world. 

Great pulp and paper manufac 
torles are springing up in New Bruns 
wick and Quebec, and already are ex 
porting their products to all parts of 
the world. Great mining industries 
are being. established all over the 
East, and Quebec, whose mining re 
sources have remained almost up 
touched while those of Ontario have 
been developing, has now entered in 
to the van of progress, a result of a 
complete revision of her mining lawa 
These are only a few of the grea 
basic industries. Hundreds of others 
are following in their wake. The 
East, in fact, is taking the place tha{ 
Nature has fitted her to take—that o} 
& great manufacturing country . 

The phenomenal progress of some 
of the larger cities of the Hast, ang 
notably of Montreal, is well known, 
But without instancing any of the 
larger cities, a few examples of les, 
ser known places will illustrate the 
general progress. Victoriaville, Que, 
with electrical power from Shawinigan 


Falls, increased her 


manofactured 
products from $274,000 in 1901 ta 
$500,000 in 1909. “Three Rivers, Que., 
with power from natural gas, hag in 
creased from 9,000 to 14,000 in popu: 
lation. Fraserville, on the shorea of 
the St. Lawrence, with unlimited tim 
ber at its back,. increased its manu. 
factured products from $276,874 in 
1906 to $600,000 in 1909. Joliette, 
Que.,,,with power from Shawinigan 
Falls, increased its manufactured 
products from $719,382 in 1906 to over 
$1,000,000 in 1909. Buckingham, 


Que., with natural resources of lum |- 


ber, phosphate, plumbago, and mica, 
increased its manufactured producta 
from $266,980 to $800,000 in 1908. 
As far back as 1905—really before 
the great industrial awakening had 
begun—over $70,000,000 per annum 
was being paid out in wages in tha 
factories of Quebec, Nova Scotia, and 
the Maritime Provinces. Since then 
amount has more than doubled. In 
other words the amount paid out in 
wages in these provinces, during tha 
past year, must equal an amount suf. 
ficeitn to pay for a wheat crop of 150 
million bush2ls at $1 per bushel. 
Considering that factory employes 
only form a portion of the urban 
population, i twill be seen that thig 
consuming population of the East ia 
a big factor in the well-being of the 
Dominion as a whole, and presenta 
as it were, a view of the future for 
such provinces as Manitoba, Saskat:- 
chewan, Alberta and British Columbia 
whose vast resources, now dormant, 
must inevitably attract and concen:

CENTRAL ALBERTA TO 
THE FRONT. 


One of the methods used by the 


* Central Alberta Development League 


to draw the attention of Americans 
to Central Alberta is by means of 
“indirect publicity.’’ Articles show- 
ing the advantages Central Alberta 
offers above thosé of the United 
States have been published under the 
guise of news in many of the leading 
dailics and farm magazines. The fol- 
lowing item appeared in the Associ- 
ated Press papers in the United 
States - 

The warning comparison drawn by 
Louis W. Hill, president of the 
Great Northern Raiload, regarding 
the governmental provisions for 
new settlers in Western Canada and 
in the States south of the line 
bids iair to make his Chicago 
specch epochal. ‘‘Canada insists on 
Canada for Can. Jians, but when we 
see ‘See America first’ on a_ relief 
map Uncle Sam objects,’’ he said. 
“The Conservatives of the East do 
not understand the needs of the 
West. When they get some Western 
men with the right ideas at Wash- 
ington things will be alright. The 
result of the order which drove 200 
families off from the unsurveyed reg- 
ion in a western State resulted in 
their moving over into Canada where 
the government really protects the 
settlers and does not hinder them. 
Some of us men in the Northwest 
jumped in and by vigorous work suc- 
ceeded in saving the homes of the 
majority of the pioneers."’ This 
stirring up resulted in the investi- 
gation of what the settlers in Cen- 
tral Alberta and other districts of 
Western Canada he mentioned find 
in the way of proiection and help so 
that the exodus has become so 
alarming and that the number who 
have returned across the line have 
been so few. Ono report shows that 
the farmers have the benefit of gov- 
ernment creameries, government 
cleaning and inspection of grain, and 
government free trees. In addition 
to these things the Canadian Pacific 
and other railways have done many 
things, such as the installation of 
demonstration farms, tne prepara- 
tion of lease-hold farms which are 
ready for the farmer prior to his 
care of the newly 
arrived settlers. ‘‘The fact that the 
railroads offer a ready market for 
high class farm products acts as a 
stimulus and causes the farmers to

products up to a high s:andard,”’ 
this report declares, thus shifting 
part of the responsibility from the 
rhoulders of the government officials 
to those of the railroads in the 
Northwest.

Powers of Province to

ter of justice heard prolonged argu- 
ments today in the application for 
the disallowance of. the act of ‘the 
legislature of Alberta, respecting the 
Alberta and Great. Waterways. rail- 
way. No decision was reached, nor 
is there any likelihood of this for 
some time. ; 


It was alleged that. its effect is to]: 


destroy the enterprise and to-confis- 
cate’ the’ sum of $7,400,000, raised 
upon the bonds of the company. The 
contention’ of the government of Al- 
berta is thatthe agreement ‘entered 
into-was not in the public interests, 
that the company defaulted in the 
payment of interest on the bonds, 
which was paid subsequently by the 
province and, that the action-taken, 
nullifying the agreement, was wholly 
within the competence and legislat- 
ive jurisdiction of the province. 
MATTER OF SECURITY, 


The prime minister suggested that 
the point was probably not what was 
the best security, but whether the 
province had any right to change 
the security without the consent of 
its debtors. 

Mr. LaFleur contendcd that the act 
was ultra vires. He said that the le 
zislature of Alberta had no power to 
make such an enactment. 

Mr. Borden—I suppose that the 
British parliament would undoubted- 
ly have power to pass such an act. 
It is contended that the people of 
Canada have less control over their 
internal affairs than the people of 
the United Kingdom. If£ the legis- 
lature of Alberta could not pass this 
iict could it have been passed by the 
Dominion parliament and the legis- 
lature acting jointly? 

DELEGATED POWER. 


Mr. LaFleur said he would rather 
not discuss this question~as his only 
‘vontcention merely was that a ‘pro- 
vincial legislature had only delegat- 
:d power and had no inherent auth- 
ority to legislate upon any subject 
not specially committed to its jurisr 
diction by section 92 of the B.N.A. 
act. The legislation complained of 
could not Be defended as an _ exer- 
sise of the taxing power. If it was 
valid at all it mus: be because by 
section 92 the provinces had exclus- 
ive jurisdiction over property and 
‘ivil rights in the province. It was 
probably true that a provincial leg- 
islature had the power to take a 
million dollars from John Thomas 
and declare it to be the property of 
John Jones, but it had no power to 
take a million dollars from John 
Smith without compensation and de- 
clare it to be a part of the general 
vevenue fund of the province. 


ALMOST LIKE CASTRO, 


Mr. LaFleur, however, does not 
seem to rely*so much upon the stat- 
ute being ultra vires as upon the 
proposition that ?t ought to, be dis- 
allowed as immoral and against pub- 
lic policy. He denounced the act as 
a shameless invasion of contractural 
rights and a barefaced scheme of 
compensation. He said that one or 
two acts passed by Castro in Vene- 
guela in the height of his infamous 
career were nearly as brazen and 
shameless as this act of the Alberta 
legislature, but that the history of 
legislation in all other civilized coun- 
tries would be searched in vain for 
anything at all resembling this legis- 
lation. He declared that if this 
legislation was allowed to szand_ it 
would injuriously affect not only the 
credit of Alberta but the credit of 
every other province of the Domin- 
ion. 

THE PRECEDENT. 


Mr. LaFleur admitted that ‘since 
1898 the Dominion government had 
refused to disallow provincial acts 
unless they were purely ultra vires. 
Hon. David Mills, Sir Charles Fitz- 
patrick and Sir Allan Aylesworth all 
had concurred in this view. He read 
many authorities, however, to show 
that the opposite view had been 
consistently held by 10 ministers of 
justice who were In office between 
1867 and 1898. 

Deputy Minister of Justice New- 
combe, who was present, remarked 
that as a matter of fact. only one 
act had been disallowed and that be- 
cause it was against public policy. 

Mr. LaFleur would not admit tha: 
this was the case, but went on to 
show that in a number of cases pro- 
vincial acts complained of were not 
disallowed because provincial legis- 
lation at once amended them to the 
views of the Dominion government. 


THE SAME PRINCIPLE. 


Hon. Mr. Doherty, minister of jus- 
tics, admitted that the principle 
would be the same whether dis- 
allowances had been granted :to the 
provincial authorities had been given 
away. 

The hearing at this point was ad- 
journed until the evening. 

Messrs. Hector MeInnes, K.C., of 
Halifax, and A. C. Brown, K.C., of 
Montreal, appeared for the Royal 
bank.

Ottawa, Dee. 29.—According to the 
immigration returns for the past 
year, the proportion of male to fe- 
male immigrants has been nearly 
three to one, while about one-fifth of 


the total arrivals have been children 
under sixtcen Years of age.

lestroy the Earth 
in a Puff of Smoke 


Washington, D.C., Jan. 3,.—The 
earth has dashed three million miles 
nearer the fiery furnace of the sun in 
the past. few months, according to 
s-atements given out here and veri- 
fied from the highest astronomical 
sources. If this rate of specd  con- 
tinues, this terrestrial globe would 
srash into the sun on Thanksgiving 
Day, 1927, and be totally destroyed 
in one puff of smoke. According to 
the astronomy of the United States 
observatory this mad fall towards 
the sun has been in progress since 
July 3, dropping each day some 
318,000 miles. This afternoon it is 
only 91,000,000 miles from the sun. 

Lut there is no cause for apprehen- 
sion, for before sundown tonight mo- 
‘ther ear.h will begin to steer away 
again from old Sol, and on July 3 
next she will slip back again into

last year, the furthest point from 
the sun.

hake Sure of the Seed, 


As things look now there is likely 
to be a scarcity of good seed grain 
next spring. In the west this ap- 
plies more particularly. While this 
province has been blessed with ‘a big 
crop, the bad fall and the unfavor- 
able conditions for harvesting and 
threshing the crop have cut into the 
supply that will be suitable for seed. 
The prairie farmer who was able tio 
harvest his crop fn the usual way 
should hang on to the grain for seed 
purposes. There is bound to be a 
big demand next spring for good seed. 
Already there have been enjuiries in 
the cast from the west for good seed 
grain, and it looks as if the whole 
of Canada will need to‘be drawn up- 
on in order to get sufficient for next 
year’s seeding in the west, especially 
of oats and barley. We do not wish 
to exaggerate the situation, but 
merely to, impress the western far- 
mcr with the necessity of looking 
after his seed supply early. There is 
this to be said, too. The western 
farmer wants a better quality of sced 
than would satisfy him a few years 
ago. He has learned that the suc- 
cess of the harvest depends in no 
mall degree upon the quality of the 
seed sown, its vitality, its freedom 
from weed seeds and its power to 
reproduce itself in a strong, vigor- 
ous way. [astern farmers who may 
be looking forward to the west as af 
market for seed grain should ‘bear 
this fact in mind. The westerner is 
a good buyer, but he wants the ‘best, 
if it is to be had, whether it be in 
seed or any thing else. As to prob- 
able prices, it may be said that one 
firm in the west that has secured 
control of practically all the Marquis 
wheat grown the past scason, has 
already sold a large quantity for 
seed at three dollars a bushel. 

It is quite probable the United 
Farmers of Alberta when they meet 
in convention next week will discuss 
the matter of getting seed grain for 
next season at reasonable prices,

Of Interest to Hockey Fans 


(Edmonton Journal) 

The following playing rules, as 
drawn up by Secretary Billy Hewitt 
of the Gntario Hockey Association. 
may be of interest to Alberta hockey 
fans, especially as by next season, 
at-least, the A.A.H.A. expects to 


have their constitution modelled al-|| 


most directly after that of the O.H. 
A. The only notable exception will 
be in regard to the off side rule. In 
the O.H.A. a player can skate a 
man on-side, while in Alberta the 
Manitoba rule is followed. — 

The Q.H.A. playing rules are as 
follows : 

A referee may be an amateur or a 
professional. 

He is to appoint the goal umpires 
and may remove them at any time. 

The referee decides when a_ goal 
shall count. The goal umpire merely 
reports when the puck goes in the 
net from in front and below the top 
of the net. . 

Each player must have a certificate 
and must answer to his name on the 
ice before play commences. Don't 
neglect this. 

: All games must be played to a fin- 
ish, except in two club groups where 
total goals count. 

The referee shall have absolute con- 
trol of the game; his decision is 
final and there can be no appeal. 

Mach club is to appoint a time- 
keeper and the referee will appoint 
a penalty timekeeper. Wh.n_ time- 
keepers disagree the referee will de- 
cide. ‘ 

The referee shall start play by 
dropping the puck between the sticks 
of two players, one from each team 
who must keep their sticks on the 
ice. A player disobeying this rule 
should be ruled off. 

The puck may be stopped with the 
hand, but not carried or held or 
knocked on by any part of. the body. 

Loafing off-side should be strictly 
prohibited. A player must always 
be on his side of the puck, and must 
skate back with the play as fast as 
bopeible otherwise he will be ruled 
off. 

A player on the defending team js 
not off-side when he takes a pass or 
plays the puck as it bounds off his 
goalkeepcr, within a space of three 
feet out from the goal and extending 
to the side of the rink.’ 

Charging from behind, tripping, 
collaring, kicking, cross-checking or 
Pushing is not allowed. Offending 
Players will be ruled off. : 

‘vfocn a defending player deliberate- 
ly commits a_ foul to prevent a 
score the referee is not to stop the 
play until the play has been com- 
pleted. ' 

Hockey sticks must be entirely of 
wood, with tape binding permissable, 
and not more than three inches wide 
at any part, and not more than 
thirteen inches long at the blade. 
No player shall raise his stick 
above his shoulder. 

The goalkeeper must not, during 
play, lie, sit or kneel upon the ice ; 
he may stop the puck with his hands} 
out shall not hold or throw it. He 
may wear pads, but must not wear 


&@ garment such as would give him | am 


undue assistance in keeping goal. 
When the puck goes off tho ice be- 
hind the goal line it is faced off ‘five 
yards out, and on a line at right 
angles to the goal line. When it 


goes off the ice at the side it is to! 


be faced three yards from the side. 
When it hits the referee play ceases 
and the puck is faced where the 
accident occurs. 

No goal shall be scored when the 
puck strikes the iron cross bar a: 
the ‘top of the net and bounces over. 

The nome club shall furnish the 
goal umpire with small white flags 
to be raised when.a goal is scored. 

There shall be no off-side interfer- 
ence or obstruction. The penalty is 
the same as for playing the puck 
when off-side. Any player persisting 
is to be ruled off. 

A player off-side may be put on- 
side when one of his side skates in 
front of him either with the puck 


or having played it when behind |@ 


him. 

Goal nets are to be four feet, high 
and six feet wide. This means four 
feet from the ice all the way across. 
See that the nets are in good shape 
before starting the match. 

It is imperative that a dark dis- 
tinguishing line be drawn on the ice 
between the centre of euch goal post. 
Hold the home team responsible. 

All matches are one hour, exclusive 
of stoppages, each team playing an 
equal time from end to end, with 
ten minutes’ rest at half-time. 

In case of a tie at expiration of an 
iour’s play, ends shal) be exchanged 
and two five-minute periods played, 
with five-minute intermission — be- 
tween. Similar periods are to be 
played in the same way until one 
side has majority of goals. 

A penalty does not commence un- 
til the player has reported to the 
penalty timekeeper, and shall be 


measured in actual playing time, ex-|] 


clusive of stoppages. After the game 
the referee is to mail an official re- 
port of the game to the secretary’ of 
che association on forms supplied for 
ee purpose. Attend to this prompt- 
y- 

A referee is entitled to $5 in ad- 

dition to ten cents a mile one way 
for all distances as expenses. No feo 
is to be less than $8, except in cases 
of local referees. 
‘ No change of players can bo made 
after a match has commenced. In 
case of accident or injury compelling 
a player to leave the ice, the oppos- 
ing team must drop a man. Neither 
player is to resume play without 
permission from the penalty time- 
keeper. 

Each captain must wear a four-inch 
armlet, distinctive in color from, che 
color of his sweater, marked with tha 
letter C, to be worn on the right arm 
below the elbow and the shoulder, to 
distinguish him from tho cther play- 
ers. This rule must be strictly en- 
forced. 

A junior certificate used in interme- 
diate matches or an intermediate ver- 
tificate used in senior matches shall
